Parents await verdict from Medical Examiners Office 


On October 27, 1996, at approximately 7:20 

m., the Sheriff's Office was summoned to 
2063 Bacom Point Road in Pahokee, concern- 
ing an infant death.

It was the early 1940's. The 
United States was at war. The 
government was looking for a 
special weapon, A weapon that 


would turn the tide in World . 


War Il. 

A handful of scientists - all 
experts in their respective 
fields - went to work on a 
secret project. Eventually, 
more than 4,000 men and 
women would create the diè- 
covery that helped the Allies 
win World War II. 

It was an invention, argues 
author Robert Buderi, that not- 
only won the war but changed 
the world forever. No, it wasn't 
the atomic bomb. It was radar. 

In His ‘new book, "The 
Invention That Changed the 
World” (Simon and Schuster), 
Buderi tells the story of the 
pioneers of radar, Men and 
women whg.won a race against 
time to develop the technology 
to defeat the Axis forces and 
launth an electronic revolu- 
tion. 

While the atomic bomb may 
have ended World War Il, 
Buderi argues that radar won 
it. Radar was decisive in 
defending Britain against the 
German air force, in securing 

. shipping channels in the 
Atlantic.from German U-boats 
and in winning the sea and air 
battles of the Pacific. 


The technological revolution . 


came during the post-war 
years. A revolution that led to 


the

the development of radio 
astronomy, the transistor and 
even the computer. And, ulti- 
mately, the creation of weather 
radars that track thunder- 
storms and detect tornadoes - 
America's weather warning 
system. 

The development of radar 
began in 1940 on the campus 
of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. Under the 
authority of the National 
Defense Research Committee, 
a distinguished group of physi- 
cists began work on the secret 
project at what became known 
as the Radiation Laboratory. 

In many ways, the work of 
these scientists at MIT paral- 
leled their counterparts in Los 
Alamos, where development of 
the atom bomb was underway. 
“With spartan working condi- 
tion’, great camaraderie, a 
common sense of urgency, an 
almost total absence. of red 
tape and bureaucratic struc- 
ture, it provided an experience 
that profoundly touched the

With the time change,.it is 
such a pleasant sight to see the 
beautiful Florida sunsets each 
evening as I drive home from 
work.

all. Sundowner's Syndrome is a 


» term that medical personnel 


use to describe a condition that 
frequently océurs in elderly 
people with some form of con- 
fusion. People who are some- 
what confused at times during 
the daytime can find them- 
selves more confused, restless 
and insecure‘late in the day 
and especially after dark. They 
may become more demanding, 
restless, upset over small, 
insignificant things, disorient- 
ed and even see, hear or 
believe things that aren't real. 
Attention span and concentra- 
tion become even more limited 
during the evening hours. 

No one is sure exactly what 
causes sundowning, although 
it seems to result from brain 
diseases, whether acute and 
treatable or chronic and irre- 
versible. It may also be caused 
from a lack of sensory stimula- 
tion after dark. Here are a few 
hints and strategies that care- 
givers and family members 
may use to help combat this

Schedule an early afternoon 
rest period to avoid over-tired- 
ness which could lead to 
increased confusion.

Powered Parachutes 


Unless one is recreational 
pilot or aviation fanatic, they 
probably haven’t been out to 
the Pahokee Airport. That is 
a mistake because at the air- 
port, tMtre’s a cross between a 
go cart and a parachute that 
actually flies and there’s a 
man who knows how to fly it. 

This flying go cart is actual- 
ly called a powered parachute 
and the man who knows how 
to fly it is Tim Christopher. 

The powered parachutes 
are made by a company called 
Buckeye. They cost about as 
much as a used car and they 

oar at 10,000 feet or 
just a few feet above the 
ground. 

They look dangerous and 
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scary but actually, they are 
the safest way to fly. There 
have been less than five peo- 
ple killed while flying a Buck- 
eye aircraft. 

One can be trained to do, 
their first solo flight in about 
three hours by a licensed 
Buckeye trainer, which Tim 
Christopher is. For the curi- 
ous but reluctant, one can 
always take a ride to see if 
you want to purchase one 
beforehand. 

Pahokee’s airport has a lot 
of new plans for renovation 
and restoration. The county is 
going to asphalt the runways 
and there have been rumors 
of a skydiving facility being 
set up.
